Traders plan fight over 
shock business rate rise 


THE row over the proposed rise in 
business rates for traders in Cowbridge is 
continuing to gather pace. 

After a BBC news report indicating that the 
towns of Monmouth and Brecon were reporting a 
similar proposed rise, a film crew from ITV Wales 
was in Cowbridge last Thursday, highlighting the 
concerns of local traders. 

Sally Stephenson of The Pencil Case is co¬ 
ordinating the campaign and she told The GEM that 
they now had support from a wide group of political 


parties. It appears that this UK Government- 
organised business rate revaluation has caught the 
Welsh Government on the hop. 

Initial queries on this issue were met with the 
response that small businesses in Wales could 
expect a cut in rates - but a few areas look set to 
buck that trend. 

Similarly, Assembly spokespeople have quoted a 
three-year transitional funding plan, which would 
help businesses cope as the increase is phased in. 

As business owners in Cowbridge have told The 
GEM, the problem is the rise, and if that rise kicks 


in after three years, instead of next spring, it will 
still be serious for shops. 

The Cowbridge traders have now formed a 
working party, and are considering a range of 
options, including a public petition to the Senedd, 
and working together with other towns that have 
been affected. 

Top of the list, however, is to arrange a meeting 
with Mark Drakeford, the Assembly Cabinet 
Secretary for Einance and Local Government, to 
brief him on the consequences of this proposal.

THE TRUE TOLL 


WHILE I 
appreciate Alun 
Cairns MP’s article 
about the sacrifice 
of those who fought 
for our country, I 
felt I should point 
out that his 
reference to the 
Battle of Mametz 
Wood in 1916 is not 
quite accurate. 

Mr Cairns states that 
‘4,000 Welsh soldiers 
were killed’. Happily, 
this is not the case. I 
think what he has done 
is to confuse the total 
casualties, killed, 
wounded and missing, 
with those who were 
actually killed. 

The figures normally 
given for the battle are 
602 killed, 585 
wounded, and 2,806 
missing, thankfully a 
much lower figure for 
those killed - although, 
doubtless, many of the 
missing were, in fact, 
dead. 

I do think it is 
important that your 
readers are aware of the 
true figures: casualties in 
the First World War 
were bad enough 
without making them 
sound worse. In the 
whole battle of the 


Somme, from July to 
mid November 1916, the 
British Army lost about 
120,000 killed and 
300,000 wounded and 
missing. 

To put this in context, 
it is as if everyone in the 
Vale of Glamorgan had 
been killed and nearly 
everyone in Cardiff had 
been wounded or 
vanished in four and a 
half months. 

French losses are 
thought to be in the 
order of 200,000 and 
modem historians think 
German losses were 
about equal to those of 
the Allies. 

And before people 
talk about World War 
One generals being 
‘butchers and 
blunderers’ - in the three 
months fighting after D- 
Day until the German 
retreat. Allied losses 
were about 210,000 
killed, wounded and 
missing. 

As fewer troops were 
involved this is, 
proportionately, just as 
heavy as the Battle of 
the Somme. Perhaps the 
real lesson should be 
that people should only 
fight wars as a last 
resort.

I T was with a sense of relief that we 
have survived the week since the 
Gibbonsdown by-election without 
riots and mass protests at the result, as 
appears to be the norm following any 
vote in recent times. 

We have seen this phenomenon in the UK when 
the Tories won the last election; and still we have 
the many and varied protests and legal challenges 
seeking to overturn the wishes of the 17 million 
voters who voted to leave the EU - with the 
likelihood of more to come. 

America is now suffering this erosion of 
democracy, too, with the anti-Trump riots. Like 
him or loathe him, he was elected democratically. 

This said. I’m now expecting to read in the next 
issue of The GEM that the richest person in 
Glamorgan has used their wealth to begin legal 
action to overturn the decision of the 
Gibbonsdown electorate. It seems to have been 
proven in the High Court that if you have enough 


money, you can make anything go away - from a 
speeding fine, to the democratic wishes of 17 
million voters who want to leave the EU. 

Gibbonsdown, it seems, has been Labour almost 
forever; which brings me to tribal voting: 
following the legal action by Gina Miller, MPs 
will be voting on triggering Article 50 to initiate 
Britain leaving the EU, rather than the elected 
Government (eventually) automatically actioning 
it. 

This could result in a spring election, if the 450 
MPs in Westminster overturn the wishes of 17 
million voters. 

I’m curious as to whether tribal voters, who 
have voted for their particular political colour all 
of their adult life, will vote for that colour, 
regardless of the candidate’s stance on leaving the 
EU. 

Or whether they will vote for a candidate, 
regardless of political colour, who has the same 
view on EU membership as themselves?

interest. The ‘Paint the 
Town Red’ initiative was 
taken on board by a large 
number of retailers and 
many different themes

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Pupils are excluded 
after violent footage 
is posted online 


PUPILS were excluded 
from a Barry school after 
violent footage was posted 
online showing a schoolgirl 
being attacked. 

The GEM understands the 
incident took place at the 
Buttrills Playing Fields in 
Barry on Wednesday, 
November 2. 

An investigation was 
launched by staff at Ysgol 
Gymraeg Bro Morgannwg who 
are also co-operating with the 
Vale Council and the school’s 
governing body. 

The head teacher Hywel 
Price issued a statement to 
parents, guardians and pupils 
in which he explained staff had 
been collecting evidence on 
what had happened. 

He said: “Following the 
appearance of mobile phone 
footage on various social media 
websites which clearly shows 
two pupils from Ysgol Gymraeg 
Bro Morgannwg assaulting 
another pupil from the school, 1 
wish to make a very clear and 



concise statement to the whole 
school community. 

“The school is fully aware of 
the incident and footage, and 
several members of staff have 
spent countless hours collating 
evidence from various sources, 
and collecting written 
statements from several pupils 
and meeting parents. 

“Two pupils have received 
fixed term exclusions while the 
school conducts its investigation 
in co-operation with the Vale 
Council and the governing 
body. 

“A final decision will be 
taken on the matter on the 
conclusion of the investigation 
in due course. Please be assured 
that we are investigating the 
incident thoroughly.” 

Acting Chief Inspector, 
Robert Miles, said the incident 
was being treated “very 
seriously”. 


“We are aware of the video, 
showing an assault on a school 
pupil in Buttrills Playing Fields 
in Barry, which has been 
circulating on social media. 

“I want to assure the public 
that the matter is being taken 
very seriously and that we are 
continuing to work closely with 
the school and the families of 
those concerned. Inquiries are 
ongoing.” 

Coun Lis Burnett, Vale 
cabinet member for education, 
said any disciplinary action 
would be a matter for the 
school. 

“The Vale Council is 
supporting the school and its 
governing body while an 
investigation of the incident is 
being undertaken. 

“Any further disciplinary 
action will be a matter for the 
headteacher and governing 
body. A counselling service is 
available to support any pupils 
impacted by the incident.”

AS Gill Evans puts 
it: “When I was 
training for the half 
marathon, I could 
hear her little laugh 
in my ear. It 
spurred me on.” 

That’s how Gill Evans 
tackled the Cardiff Half 
Marathon last month - 
something she had been 
aiming to take on for a 
number of years. 

And after seeing the 
care her friend of 30 
years received from 
Marie Curie Nurses at 
the Cardiff and Vale 
Hospice, Penarth, before 
she died, she knew what 
cause she wanted to raise 
money for. 

Marie Curie hospices 
provide round-the-clock 
expert care and support 
for those living with 
terminal illness and their 
families. 

“Jill was born with 
cerebral palsy and battled 
against the odds all her 
life, but she enjoyed life 
to the full,” said Gill, 
from Penarth.

Jill became ill and 
started to receive care 
from Marie Curie nurses 
at home earlier this year.

Gill said she had 
always wanted to do the 
Cardiff Half Marathon, 
and kept promising to do 
so before her 60th 
birthday. 

“A mate of mine used 
to keep texting me saying 
‘not long now’, so I said 
I would do it this year. 

“It turned out I could 
then help Marie Curie.” 

She described her 
fundraising total as 
“incredible” and said she 
felt a real buzz on the 
day. 

“It was amazing, I 
really enjoyed it and it 
was for such a good 
cause as well, because 
it’s local and you never 
know when you may 
need the help yourself.”

Call for ‘service 
pupil premium’ 
to match English 
offer to Forces 


CONSERVATIVES have 
called on the Welsh Labour 
Government to bring forward 
additional support for the 
children of Armed Forces’ 
parents in Wales. 

In England, they said, all children of 
serving members of the Armed Forces 
qualify for the service pupil premium, 
but not in Wales. 

The Welsh Government had refuted 
the need for additional measures, 
claiming that Forces’ children would 
qualify for support through 
mainstream funding streams - where 
eligible. 

The issue arose during a session of 
the Assembly’s children, young people 
and education committee when leader 
of the Welsh Conservatives, Andrew 
RT Davies, deputised for his party’s 
education spokesman, Darren Millar. 

Mr Davies argued that additional, 
targeted support was needed to support 


Armed Forces children. 

He said: “The health and education 
of Armed Forces’ children can be 
profoundly affected by the disruption 
which occurs when parents serve in the 
county. 

“Having a parent who is regularly 
away, can be extremely difficult for 
young people, on top of the impact of 
regularly changing schools and 
moving home. There are also the most 
serious challenges that can arise in the 
event of bereavement or injury. 

“That’s why we need to ensure that 
all devolved levers are utilised to offer 
the necessary support. 

“It’s clear that we have a long way 
to go to redress the disadvantages 
faced by this section of the community, 
and the introduction of a scheme 
similar to the service pupil premium 
would be a step in the right direction 
for Welsh service families.” 


Assembly considering 
smoking ban outside 
schools and hospitals 


A Welsh Assembly 
committee is 

looking at a 
proposed law which 
could see smoking 
banned in schools, 
hospital grounds, 
and playgrounds. 

It could also see the 
introduction of a 
licensing system for 
acupuncture, body 
piercing and tattoo 
businesses. 

The Public Health 
(Wales) Bill could, 
among other things: 

• Provide an enhanced 
role for pharmacies in 
communities; 

• Compel local 
councils to have a 
strategy for public toilets 
in their areas based on 
local need; 

• Create a national 

register of tobacco and 
nicotine product 

retailers; 

• Ban intimate 


piercing of persons under 
the age of 16-years-old. 

At stage one of the 
Assembly’s law-making 
process, the health, social 
care and sport committee 
will consider whether the 
Bill is necessary, whether 
its objectives can be 
achieved through already 
existing legislation, and 
whether it will achieve 
intended objectives. 

It has opened a 
consultation and is 
calling for people to 
“have their say”. 

The committee’s 
predecessor in the Fourth 
Assembly considered a 
similar Bill which was 
not passed. However, the 
main controversial 
element of that Bill, a 
proposed ban on the use 
of e-cigarettes or vaping 
in public places, has been 
removed. 

“This Bill is very 
similar to one which was 
considered during the 
previous Assembly,” said 


Dai Floyd AM, Chair of 
the health, social care 
and sport committee. 

“However, that is not 
to say they are identical 
and that the work has 
already been done. 

“It is a broad-range 
Bill, affecting many 
aspects of life from 
smoking, to pharmacy 
services, public 

conveniences, 
acupuncture, piercings 
and tattoos. 

“We would like people 
to consider this Bill anew 
and tell us whether they 
think it is necessary and 
whether it will do what it 
says it will.” 

Submissions of 
evidence should arrive 
by December 16.

CHILDREN aged 
between two and 
seven across Cardiff 
and the Vale are 
being vaccinated 
against influenza in 
time for winter. 

As the weather turns 
colder, parents are being 
urged to get their 
children protected with a 
nasal spray to avoid 
catching the potentially 
dangerous virus. The 
spray is safe and pain- 
free. 

While flu is not yet 
circulating widely, some 
cases are already being 
reported in Wales, 
making this the ideal 
time to get the vaccine. 

Two and three year 
olds, and four year olds 
not yet in school, can get 
the nasal spray from their 
CP. 

Children can only 


receive the vaccine if 
their parents have 
returned a consent form 
to the school. It is vital 
that parents remember to 
give consent. 

There is a higher risk 
of serious illness from 
‘flu among children, 
compared with healthy 
adults. 

Consultant in Public 
Health Medicine, Dr 
Tom Porter, said: “We 
know that children are 
good at spreading bugs 
around, especially when 
they mix with other 
children. 


“Although parents are 
used to children picking 
up minor illnesses from 
time to time, flu can be a 
more serious and 
potentially life- 

threatening condition, so 
it is well worth taking up 
the offer of the nasal 
spray to help protect your 
child.” 

The programme runs 
in schools until 
December, by which 
time around 36,000 
children in Cardiff and 
Vale will have been 
offered the vaccine.

WELSH Conservatives have 
repeated calls for Barry to 
regain its regeneration 
funding. 

“The town contains some of the 
most deprived areas of the UK, but has 
been overlooked for funding since it 
lost its status as a regeneration area in 
2013,” a spokesperson said. 

South Wales Central regional AM 
Andrew RT Davies stated the Welsh

Bee ready for winter 

NEWS FROM FONMON APIARY 


VARIATIONS in 

temperature, plus 

northerly and easterly 
winds, have much reduced 
external colony activity but 
westerly rain-bearing 
winds will raise 
temperatures into the teens 
and this will create 
conditions that will 
encourage the foragers to 
venture out, to exploit any 
pollen and nectar- 
producing plants. 

All colonies have internal stores 
to rely on, and as autumn turns 
into winter, the sources of pollen 
and nectar will inevitably 
disappear. 

The bees should be well settled 
by now and very little movement 
would be the order of the day. In 
this settled condition little in the 
way of food is needed. When the 
bees do settle, they will form a 
loose ‘hair in the centre of the 
hive and when and if they want 
food, it will come from the stores 
they have put by. 

The number of bees in a colony 


should reduce with the onset of 
autumn/winter, but with days that 
in the main are tending to be dry, 
mild and sunny, several queens are 
still laying. 

This means that the varroa mite 
will take advantage of the 
situation and will also produce 
offspring. Current beekeeping 
literature is not keeping pace with 
these changing conditions and 
those who are new to beekeeping 
can be forgiven should they not 
really know how to react to what 
is an unusual state of affairs. 

However, when - and if - the 
weather deteriorates, the colonies 
will settle and providing that in- 
house stores are laid by, all should 
be well. 

Over the coming winter 
months, I shall be cleaning 
(scorching with a blowlamp) 
wooden hive bodies that will not 
be required until next year. 

Hive tools, smokers and queen 
excluders will also be cleaned and 
made ready to be used again, come 
the spring. 

The motto ‘Be Prepared’ is well 
worth keeping in mind because 
should the following spring 


present good conditions, then the 
bees will not be slow in 
responding; and having clean 
equipment to hand to meet the 
colonies’ demands will stand you 
in good stead. 

As an extra precaution mouse 
guards will be put across the 
entrance of each hive. 

We might just get a cold snap 
and, given the opportunity, mice 
will be only too happy to spend 
chilly winter months tucked up in 
a hive where warmth and food are 
to be had. 

Cold weather does affect the 
bees and although they do not 
hibernate, they will be comatose 
and cannot respond to a mouse 
invasion: this can mean the loss of 
a colony. 

So until the sunny days 
disappear and temperatures are 
constantly below 9°C our bees 
will remain active. Will winter 
arrive, or will the spring-like 
conditions continue? 

I am watching and continually 
learning.

‘A SOLDIER’S STORY’ 


I T was 

wonderful to see 
all age groups in 
attendance at 
Sunday’s 
Remembrance 
parade in 
Cowbridge at 
which we paid our 
respects to 
generations of HM 
Armed Forces 
personnel who have 
given their lives in 
service of our 
country. 

However, what about 
those people who have 
survived the conflicts 
but who have been 
affected physically or 
mentally ? 

In October 2016,1 
entered a busy cafe at 
Llandough Hospital and 
looked for somewhere to 
sit. In a comer there 
was a man whose 
appearance was 
dreadful; long greasy 
strands of hair, bushy 
beard, stained clothes. 

He smelled so much that 
other patients sat as far 
away as they possibly 
could. 

However, I sat at the 


next table to him and 
when I finished my food 
I asked if he would like 
me to refill his cup of 
tea. He replied, in a 
surprising, Home- 
Counties’ accent: “That 
is most kind of you, 
thank you.” When I 
returned with his tea I 
asked: “You do not have 
a local accent. Where 
are you from 
originally?” I will never 
forget his reply and the 
explanation that 
followed. 

He told me that he 
was once an officer in 
the British Army. He 
had been involved in the 
conflict in Kosovo and 
Desert Storm. He had 
served in Iran, Iraq and 
most recently in 
Afghanistan. While in 
Afghanistan he had been 
in a crowded market 
place with a radio 
operator when a local 
man shouted out 
“suicide bomber” and 
pointed to a heavily- 
clothed person who 
reacted but, fortunately 
for the market crowd, 
not quickly enough. 

The officer then said 
that he instinctively 
made one shot and killed

the attempted bomber 
outright. When they 
approached the dead 
person there were indeed 
bombs concealed 
beneath the heavy 
clothing, but they also 
concealed the 
appearance of a teenage 
girl. 

That discovery, he 
said, had haunted him 
ever since. He suffered 
post traumatic stress 
disorder (PTSD) and 
was consequently 
discharged from the 
army. 

When he returned to 
the UK he had nowhere 
to live. He had no 
family or friends - the 
Army had provided that. 
For several years he 
wondered around 
London, calling at 
hostels, sleeping on park 
benches, street comers, 
beneath bridges. He 
added that the hardest 
thing is finding 
accommodation. 

Because of his PTSD 
background, no one 
wanted to know. He 
explained that he got 
turned away almost 
everywhere because 
their perception was that 
“homeless means 
trouble”. 

I asked about his 
PTSD and seeking 
treatment. He replied 
that he had walked from 
hospital to hospital and 
each time they turned 
him away allegedly due 
to lack of beds and said 
that it was “more 
appropriate for him to 
see his GP”. He said 
that he had given up 
hope until another 
homeless man suggested 
that he travelled to 
Wales “because their 
assessment process is 
more helpful”. 

Subsequently, this 
former officer had 
walked from London to 
Cardiff and was 
admitted to the hospital 
during the night. 

His story left me 
upset and emotional. 
Here was a man who 
served Queen and 
country. Daily, he had 


risked his life in order to 
achieve the freedom and 
safety of others. As a 
result of his action in 
saving the lives of the 
market traders he then 
suffered PTSD that 
consequently led to his 
discharge, although 
having heard his story, it 
seemed to me that the 
word ‘discarded was 
more appropriate than 
discharged. 

I was interested to 
read online that in the 
United States there is a 
campaign supporting 
free medical health care 
for their veterans. 

When I read that, my 
first reaction was that 
although here in the UK 
we have the NHS, I was 
aware of one-too-many 
cases of our health 
service having let down 
veterans for far too long. 

There are currently 
over 9,000 ex-military 
personnel sleeping rough 
in the UK. Fortunately, 
the vast majority of 
servicemen make a good 
transition back into 
civilian life. 

Some do not. 

Often, this is due to 
the life they led in the 
service of their country. 

Those who are 
physically or mentally 
damaged by their 
experiences fighting for 
us deserve our support in 
return. The Government 
must look after them 
unstintingly, because 
whatever the cost to the 
taxpayer, it will be less 
than the debt we owe 
them. 

I hope that some of

Denis Villeneuve’s 
‘Arrival’ is one of the 
films of the year... 


D enis 

VILLENEUVE 
hasn’t put a 
foot wrong since 
making his 
Hollywood 
breakthrough with 
Prisoners in 2013. 
Enemy was a study in 
psychological terror, 
while drug cartel 
thriller Sicario was 
one of the most 
compelling films of 
last year. 

While he is currently 
filming Blade Runner 
2049, a sequel to Ridley 
Scott’s 1982 classic, his 
latest film sees him 
tackle science-fiction in 
Arrival. 

Amy Adams plays 
linguist Dr Louise 
Banks, who is called 
upon by the US 
Government when 
spaceships start 
appearing around the 
world. Tasked with 
translating what they are 
saying and 

communicating with the 
ships. Banks, along with 
Ian Donnelly (Jeremy 
Renner), must try and 
bring the world together 
- do the spaceships 
come in peace or with 
something more sinister 
in mind... 

Alien spaceships 
descend on Earth; a 
panicked planet wonders 
just what they are here 
for, while Government 
agents set about solving 


the puzzle of their 
emergence in our skies - 
Arrival’s set-up is one 
that cleaves close to any 
number of ‘alien’ films, 
from Independence Day 
to The Day The Earth 
Stood Still. 

Yet on this most 
familiar of frameworks, 
director Denis 
Villeneuve and 
screenwriter Eric 
Heisserer have created 
one of the most 
engaging, emotionally- 
captivating and 
intelligent films of the 
year, one that takes what 
could have been cliched 
and predictable and 
enriches it with smarts 
and heart that makes it 
linger with you long 
after viewing. 

Villeneuve is quickly 
developing a reputation 
for building on formula; 
after all, when the likes 
of Sicario and Prisoners 
are stripped back then 
they are, at heart, genre 
films. But it’s 
Villeneuve’s ability to 
get the characters to 
connect that lifts them, 
and this film is no 
different. 

On the surface cliches 
abound, whether it’s 
Amy Adams’ troubled 
linguist professor, 
seemingly drawn off 
from the world around, 
and who sees the task of 
translating the alien 
messages as a call to 
arms, the harried

running of various 
soldier and government 
officials as they seek to 
find out the aliens’ 
purpose, or the fact that 
not everyone views these 
visitors as peaceful. 

But what is clever is 
the way these are folded 
into the story; this is, in 
its own way, a tale about 
humanity, about faith 
and overcoming tragedy, 
one that is told directly 
from inside the small 
camp based around the 
alien craft. 

We see glimpses of 
the outside world 
(looting and a general 
unease about the 
situation) and how other 
countries are responding 
to these alien crafts, but 
these just add more 
flavour to what is 


already a heady story. 

As the plot unravels, 
we learn why the aliens 
are here, and how 
Louise’s importance to 
the plot increases, 
Villeneuve carefully 
balances this with a 
race-against-time 
element that, while 
slightly formulaic, adds 
another degree of 
tension that lifts the film 
towards a climax that is 
both heartfelt and 
perfectly-judged. 

The performances are 
tremendous, Amy 
Adams shining in the 
lead as Louise, perfectly 
capturing her weariness 
and subsequent desire to 
get across the aliens’ 
true message at all costs, 
while Jeremy Renner 
may not have much to 
work with opposite her, 
but the pair dovetail very 
nicely and make for an 
engaging lead pair. 

The rest of the cast is 
filled out well with 
strong actors granting 
familiar characters a 
degree of depth, whether 
it’s Eorest Whitaker’s 
army colonel whose 
faith in the pair is tested, 
or Michael Stuhlbarg’s 
shadowy and pessimistic 
agent who isn’t prepared 
to give these new 
visitors to Earth the 
benefit of the doubt. 

It all adds up to a 
smart and engaging mix, 
one that pulls you one 
way and then the other 
before ending the film 
with a low-key climax 
that couldn’t be further 
away from the generic 
blockbusters that its 
premise cleaves so close 
to. 

And it’s that that 
makes Arrival so 
powerful, so engaging; 
it’s all about suMety, 
not alien v human 
shootouts and aerial 
spaceship dogfights, but 
about the battle within 
humanity to do the right 
thing, to take a risk with 
the unknown. 

It’s a film that, based 
on the events of the past 
week across the pond, 
proves that not all is 
lost, that we can do 
better - and there no 
stronger feeling than 
that. 

VERDICT: One of 
the year’s highlights. 
Arrival is an intelligent, 
thought-provoking and 
emotionally-engaging 
take on a genre 
archetype, brought 
superbly to life by 
director Denis 
Villeneuve and writer 
Eric Heisserer. With 
strong performances 
from the cast, it’s a film 
that will resonate long 
after the credits roll. 
Essential viewing.

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AUTHOR’S 
NEW BOOK 



ST ATHAN author 
Phil Carradice, who 
has written more 
than 50 books, has 
recently published a 
new tome, The Call 
Up - A Study of 
National Service in 
Peacetime Britain 
(Fonthill Media at 
£18.99) and as an 
ex-National Service 
soldier myself, I 
found myself 

looking back on my 
own National 

Service days. 

Believe it or not, I was 
a cook in the officers’ 
mess and worked 
alongside a civilian chef 
called Mrs Goddard. 

I was surprised to 
learn that the last 
conscript to be called up, 
in 1963, was Private Fred 
Turner, a member of my 
old regiment the Army 
Catering Corps. 

National Service in 
Britain began in 1947 
,and I still have my 
Discharge Army Book 
111 dated November 2, 
1956. s for my miltary 
conduct, I am pleased to 
say that of the range of 
military conduct 

gradings (1) Very Good 
(2) Good (3) Fair (4) 
Indifferent (5) Bad (6) 
Very Bad my CO had 
scored me ‘Very Good’. 

On the back of this 


pink certificate of 
discharge my CO had 
written: ‘Pte Lee has 
been employed in the 
Officers’ Mess as a cook. 
He has proved very 
satisfactory. He is a hard 
worker, clean and tidy 
and take an interest in his 
work. He is able to carry 
out his duties with no 
supervision. He is honest 
and trustworthy and a 
very reliable type.’ 

As it happens, the day 
before I got demobbed, I 
was put on a charge - 
owing to my room being 
in a bit of a mess. 
However, when I told the 
duty officer that I was 
due to be released the 
next day, he dropped the 
charges. 

Like the majority of 
former National 

Servicemen who 

contributed their 

experiences to this 
enjoyable book, I don’t 
regret for one minute 
now having to do my two 
years, but I must admit 
that at the time I was 
called up, I thought my 
whole world had come to 
an end! 

With more than 60 
contemporary images 
and numerous first-hand 
accounts, The Call Up 
provides fascinating 
perspective on National 
Service, and the young 
men who served during 
this period.

WALLPAPERS, paints and 
lots of other bargains will be on 
sale for only £1.25 each at the 
Silver Star decorating and DIY 
store on Barry Docks this 
weekend. 

This is all to celebrate 125 years 
since John Sylvester came to the new 
town of Barry, from Taunton in 
Somerset, to found a high class 
decorating business. 

In the late 1890s, the first shop was 
opened in High Street, Barry and in 
1904 the business relocated to Cross 
Street and Station Street in Barry Dock 
where business continued through 
three generations of the family until 
Mrs Violet Sylvester sold the property 
in the 1980s. 

The decorating business expanded 
considerably when led by the eldest 
son of John Sylvester - also John - and 
vehicle painting works were opened in 
Thompson Street and Kendrick Road. 
John Sylvester Junior was a master 
craftsmen, indeed an artist, a highly 
talented signwriter, gilder in real gold 
and silver leaf, wood grainer and 
wallpaper hanger. 

The firm claimed to have worked on 
houses in every street in the original 
town of Barry and work also included 
decorating churches, fairground rides, 
steam traction engines, and the great 
fair organ from Barry Island 
fairground. 

Work also included the painting of 


the Barry lifeboat, Barry’s early buses, 
and of course houses and shops. 

Sylvester’s red-painted handcarts 
with yellow signwriting were familiar 
around Barry carrying ladders and 
decorating materials to and from 
contracts in many areas of the town. 

In the early 1930s with the 
depression causing a reduction in work 
in Barry, a contract was gained from 
the Gelligaer District Council to 
maintain the coachwork and 
signwriting of their fleet of buses, and 
the Sylvester vans travelled daily from 
Barry to Bargoed for over 10 years. 

After the death of John Sylvester in 
1964, the decorating business ceased 
and was developed into Barry’s first 
big decor and DIY store. 

Today, the business is run by David 
and Terry Sylvester, grandsons of John 
Sylvester. Silver Star in Barry has a 
large selection of beautiful wallpapers 
and probably even more than in 
Cardiff. There are over 600 different 
wallpapers in stock at the store, all 
with the Silver Star guarantee which is: 
‘If you can find a lower price 
elsewhere, including online. Silver 
Star will give you a lower price.’ 

Everyone at Silver Star looks 
forward to welcoming many customers 
over the coming days, including those 
whose parents, grandparents and even 
great-grandparents will have been 
customers in past years, and everyone 
will be invited to join us in a free glass 
of wine (or orange juice) and slice of 
celebration birthday cake.

Villagers turn out to honour fallen in 
Llanmaes Remembrance Day service 


A REMEMBRANCE Day service 
was held on November 13 at the 
ancient church of St Cattwg’s, in 
the village of Llanmaes. 

The well-attended service began at 
10.45am with a hymn and prayers led by 
parish reader Sue Moll. The chairman 
of the Llanmaes Community Council, 
Coun Tim Eowler, was present with 
council members and people from the 
village.

crosses by members of the armed forces 
and the police. 

A further cross was placed in memory 
of the 47,000 members of the Merchant 
Navy lost in the two world wars. 

In the autumn sunshine, other 
members of the congregation were then 
invited to lay their own poppies on the 
graves in memory of all those who have 
died in the service of their country.

“Steve and I were so proud that 
both Frances and Dan joined the 
crew as soon as they were old 
enough.” 

Lifeboat Operations Manager at 
Porthcawl, Philip Missen, said: 
“We are all proud of Aileen, who 


has been a stalwart at our lifeboat 
station. She was one of our first 
female crew members and then 
qualified as one of the first RNLI 
female helms. 

“During a rescue of two 
casualties on a commercial fishing 
boat in difficulty out in the Bristol 
Channel, Aileen demonstrated her 
seamanship and courage as 
helmsman. 

“She was recognised for these 
skills and became the RNLFs first 
female crew member in the history 
of the charity to receive a Bronze 
Medal for gallantry. 

“Her award of the MBE is 
recognition of the commitment 
Aileen has shown to the RNLI, 
and to our lifeboat station here in 
Porthcawl,” he added.

PENARTH Hockey Club continues to 
push for promotion on three fronts in the 
GoCreaS League despite only one of its 
teams winning on a weekend where the 
first and third XIs faced top of the table 
clashes.

The second half started just as the first had ended, 
with Penarth in control and winning numerous 
penalty comers. The breakthrough eventually came 
after 50 minutes, with Laith El-Khatib flicking the 
ball under the UWE 'keeper to put the visitors a goal 
up, but, despite maintaining possession thereafter, 
they couldn't add a second, allowing the students to 
remain in the game.

With the Medics fading between sporadic attacks, 
Penarth made it five after a perfectly-weighted 
through ball from Lane saw Chick’s shot well saved 
by the keeper, only to fall for Christian Holzbaur to 
calmly claim his first goal for the Bears. 

The scoring was rounded off by Chris McCarthy, 
following good build-up play by Jamie Davison, and 
the 6-0 scoreline helps Penarth climb to third in the 
De Cymru 1 table with four games remaining before 
the Christmas break.

Pumas caged, 
but more is 
now expected 
against Japan

A fter the previous week’s 
depressingly limp defeat to 
Australia, the depleted 50,000 
crowd at Cardiff’s Principality Stadium 
on Saturday knew that Wales v 
Argentina, on the sombre occasion of 
Remembrance, was never going to be a 
memorable rugby classic. 

...And so it turned out, though in fairness, the 
Welsh camp was focused on one thing only - a 
win, no matter what - to restore national pride 
and confidence and get back on track against 
tough, durable opponents now hardened by 
combat in the southern hemisphere. 

In this respect, and to their credit, they 
succeeded admirably - answering critics with a 
much more urgent display that kept the 
dangerous Pumas caged without completely 
restraining them - the outcome only finally 
decided by the reliable boot of full back Leigh 
Halfpenny, now thankfully recovered from 
long-term injury and back in his country’s 
colours. 

In contrast to the porous defence that had 
generously given surprised Wallaby runners 
the freedom of Cardiff and leaked a clutch of 
tries, this time a more combative, controlled 
line-up, showing six changes (two enforced) 
faced up to the physical threat from the outset, 
led from the front by perennially young match 
skipper Gethin Jenkins and peerless man-of- 
the-match Alun Wyn Jones - despite still 
coping with the sad loss of his father. 

Just as in the previous week, the visitors 
went ahead within minutes of the start through 
a penalty, but when a second attempt failed. 
Halfpenny stepped up to equalise and when 
Argentina were again penalised soon 
afterwards, he edged Wales ahead (6-3). 

A lengthy period of sustained pressure deep 
in Puma territory saw outstanding wing Liam 
Williams’ brave attempted touchdown in the 
corner thwarted; and a spate of penalty awards 
spurned; intense Welsh efforts failing to put 
further points on the board before halftime - 
which many feared would prove costly later. 

However, the restart saw Wales back on the 
attack, this time Liam Williams capping a 
scintillating move wide out, to take Wales into 
an II-3 lead - which was almost immediately 
reduced to a single point with a converted try; 
only for scrum half Gareth Davies to finally 
reward Welsh pressure with a try close in, 
converted by Halfpenny, to make it 18-10. 

The seesaw exchanges saw the dogged Pumas 
twice bring the score back to a one-point 
deficit with a second converted try and a 
penalty that took it right down to the wire; but 
Halfpenny then settled the issue with two 
accurately-struck place kicks to give Wales a 
hard-fought 24-20 win, to the obvious relief of 
the embattled Welsh camp. 

However, all the coaches know that welcome 
though this win was, there can be no taking the 
foot off the gas in the third home match of the 
Under Armour autumn series against Japan on 
Saturday. 

While the latter certainly cannot be taken 
lightly, a similar narrow win over the 
international 'minnows^ may not be enough to 
ease pressure on Wales to continue to progress, 
and regain the form that has brought them such 
glittering success in the Gotland era. 


Serbia draw dents World Cup hopes... 

Another home draw puts 
Wales on the back foot 
in the race for Russia

W HEN many people point to 
where the revival of Wales’ 
football fortunes took place, 
most point to the 6-1 mauling received at 
the hands of Serbia in 2012. 

After that drubbing, a result so severe that Chris 
Coleman (who had been at the helm a mere matter 
of months) considered quitting his role as manager, 
Wales turned it round to defeat Scotland in an epic 
game in the pouring rain of the Cardiff City 
Stadium. 

However, Wales’ results post-Scotland were still 
a mixed bag, the only other win coming in the 
snow of Hampden Park against the same 
opposition. The real watershed (in this writer’s 
opinion) came in the 3-0 dismantling by Serbia in 
Cardiff, nearly a year to the day of that 6-1 
drubbing. 

A wake-up call both tactically and spiritually, 
Wales' progress since that night has been 
incredible, encompassing lengthy unbeaten runs, 
clean sheets galore and of course qualification for 
(and making up the last four of) Euro 2016. 

It's understandable then that Serbia should be so 
closely connected to Wales’ successes (and 
failures), the bete noir of recent times. So what 
better time to face them than with them topping 
qualifying group D for the 2018 World Cup on 
seven points, Wales (after the disappointing 1-1 
home draw with Georgia) trailing them in third 
place (behind the Republic of Ireland) on five 
points. 

While that Georgia game had seen Wales shorn 
of Joe Allen and Aaron Ramsey, highlighting the 
lack of strength in depth, both returned to the 
starting line-up on Saturday evening, a much- 
needed boost for a game that was tricky before a 
ball had even been kicked, and now took on 
monumental significance after the last round of 
fixtures (made even more important by the 
Republic of Ireland's 1-0 win in Austria hours 
earlier). 

Serbia are no pushovers, and their position at the 
top of the group is not a case of early pacesetters 
lacking the legs for the race ahead. If Wales had 
looked at this game and Georgia with the intent of 
taking four points, the draw last month put added 
pressure on getting a result (and delivering a 
performance) against the group leaders. 

It was pressure that Wales seemed to shrug off in 
the early stages, Serbia having the ball but few 
opportunities as tactically-altered Wales, playing 
with a back four, seemed comfortable marshalling 
any Serbian attack. 

It had all the hallmarks at this early stage of 
being a scrappy affair, and so it proved until Hal 
Robson Kanu (recalled to partner Sam Yokes up 
front in a bold move from Chris Coleman) 
tirelessly worked an opening for Gareth Bale, and 
the Real Madrid star fizzed a low drive into the 
back of the net to give the team a lead that would 
hopefully settle the nerves. 

When Serbia got a foothold they looked capable 
but rarely dangerous, the more narrow tactics 
employed by Coleman seeing the men in red 
stretched at times, while Wales' attacking play, even 



with two strikers, lacked the finesse and accuracy 
required to add to the lead. 

As the game wore on it seemed the stage was set 
for Wales to grab a vital win, and three valuable 
points, against their nearest rivals in the race for 
Russia. But in the space of 60 seconds, everything 
was thrown into disarray. A Welsh attack saw Bale 
strike again, this time with his right foot, only to 
see the effort rebound off the post and miss any 
contact from a Welsh s hi rt. 

The ball found its way upheld, and the ball was 
crossed in to Newcastle United's Aleksandar 
Mitrovic, who found space between tiring Welsh 
defenders to head home off the post and earn 
Serbia a battling, and not entirely undeserved point 
that puts a dent in Wales' World Cup hopes. 

Four points adrift of leaders Republic of Ireland, 
Wales must travel to Dublin next March knowing 
anything less than a win could be the death knell 
for their qualification dreams, especially since their 
next game is the return with Serbia. 

While not over by a long shot, the pressure is 
now on a Wales team whose ascent up the 
rankings, and whose profile has never been bigger, 
now sees them regarded as a scalp. The plucky 
Wales of the summer is no more - the team 
shouldn't just be surprised at any success that 
comes their way. 

Instead they must grasp the responsibility and 
expectation that comes with being top seeds in the 
group, the 11th best team in the world - and draws 
at home to Georgia and Serbia are not the results 
you would expect from teams in that position. 

You could argue there are mitigating 
circumstances; we weren't at our strongest against 
Georgia, while Serbia are a far better team than 
rankings and seedings suggest, but at home these 
are games that, in order to qualify, we could, and 
should, have won. 

It's ominous to note that of the six remaining 
games, all but two are away from home, tricky trips 
to Georgia and Moldova among them, and with 
wins essential, any wiggle room we may have 
thought we would have at this stage is gone. 

Since the opening win over Moldova, we have 
drawn three games, but taken the lead in all of 


them (twice against Austria), highlighting that 
game management is something that appears to be 
lacking, while our watertight defence, a hallmark of 
the qualifying success for European 
Championships, is now looking a tad leaky, 
whether we are operating a flat back four or three 
at the back, and the energy levels of the players 
appears to be low (unsurprising when certain 
players have only just returned from injury or aren't 
getting game time at their clubs). 

While these issues are critical in the bigger 
picture, it's nothing that Chris Coleman, his back 
room staff and the team themselves won't be 
unaware of, and will no doubt be seeking to rectify 
come March. 

While Dublin won't be an easy place to go to, 
Wales should have nothing to fear from Martin 
O'Neill's men in what will be a closely-fought and 
pivotal contest in terms of this group. 

World Cup qualification isn't over by a long shot 
- there's plenty of more football to be played and a 
few twists and turns left in this group - but for 
Wales, anything but a win in Dublin could be the 
beginning of the end of our dreams of making it 
Russia in 2018. 
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
